It would 
be more correct in place of working by the 
reduction of a large model, to engra 
coin at once, of the proper size in the 
Thereby the work would be, of itself, plas- 
tically so formed as the size suggests, and 
will have the proper effect on the eye of 
the observer. 

lf, however, to save steel engraving, a 
model is nevertheless to be transferred with 
the aid of the machine. it must certainly be 
modelled only very little larger than the 
proposed execution. It is easy to under- 
stand that a large model permits of much 
more detailed execution than a small one. 
If all the details of the large model are 
transferred to the smaller, it (the latter) 
will lose the simplicity and size that it can 
and must have in the smaller scale. 

For placques cast in bronze a reduction 
cannot be employed at all. In this case, the 
charm lies absolutely in the original work. 
The delicate, inscribed modelling, is the 
beauty of the placque and it produces the 
finest effect, where, without any working 
over it remains just as it was cast. Their 
artistic execution consequently calls for 
great skill and good training in relief work. 

A general tooling over 2 chasing of the 
bronze casting may, it is true, bring out 
and sharpen the form more, but will always 
rob it of the character of first hand work, 
which in this line, as in etching, is so highly 
prized. 

As a rule, a placque should be modelled 
in wax or plastiline. The model may, how- 
ever, be carved in soapstone or alabaster, 
from the solid material. This deep model- 
ling gives the relief a different character 
and is particularly adapted for striking 
effect in a compact composition. for por- 
trait placques, however, the free and easy 
wax modelling effects the best reproduction 
of real life. 

The French medallists frequently produce 
their models, especially where figures are 
concerned, first in solid sculpture. 

Only from this pattern is the relief 
modelled, in order by this means to obtain 
exact drawing, proper fore-shortening and 
intersections. 

In spite of the absolutely correct drawing 
which this plan makes possible, it 1s not the 
proper one for the production of the relief.

the cost price of which was about $7,000,

Letters of description, setting forth just 
what was stolen, have been sent to all of 
the leading country by the 
Pittsburgh police force in the hope that 
the goods can be recovered. A _ descrip- 
tion of the missing goods follows: A plat- 
inum la Valliere set with 13 diamonds val- 
ued at $1,500; a platinum bracelet set with 
18 diamonds valued at $2,000; one four- 
carat diamond ring $1,800; two-carat 
diamond ring $750; two diamond rings one- 
carat each, value not given; one princess 
ring set with diamonds and rubies; one 
cluster ring set with a sapphire and sur- 
rounded by three rows of diamonds; a gold 
band ring; woman’s gold watch set with 
diamonds in star shape; a cluster ring of 
pearls and diamonds; a gold brooch set 
with pearls and diamonds and a platinum 
chain and a diamond la Valliere.

The _ police 
say that this leads them to the belief that 
the robbery was committed by an expert. 
| here was one report that entrance to the 
house was gained by “jimmying” a_ base- 
ment window, but it was said that this 
window had not been fastened. No one 
in the neighborhood saw anyone enter or 
leave the house. 

The police here are of the opinion that 
if professionals were back of the job that 
the jewelry will not be disposed of in this 
city, but that it will be taken elsewhere and 
pawned. The pawnbrokers of other cities 
and jewelers as well are therefore requested 
to be on a lookout for the stolen plunder 
and are requested to notify their police 
headquarters in the event of anything of 
the kind being offered.

President Healy next read a letter which 
he had sent to Fred L. Goddard, secretary 
and treasurer of the Good and Welfare 
committee of the Jewelers’ Co-operative 
Bureau. In his letter Mr. Healy informed 
the newly formed bureau that owing to the

DEATH OF GILBERT ROGERS 


Passing of One of the Founders of the Old 
Firm of C. Rogers & Bros. Follows 


Attack of Pneumonia. 


MERIDEN, Conn., Jan. 10.—Gilbert Rogers, 
one of the founders of C. Rogers & Bros., 
silverware concern, died Monday at his 
home, 230 E. Main St., after a brief illness 
of pneumonia. Mr. Rogers retired from 
business in 1902 but had maintained an ac- 


tive interest in the civic, business and re- 


ligious life of the community since that 
time. 

Mr. Rogers was born in the _ historic 
town of Saybrook, July 4, 1838. He was 
the fifth son of Elam Hervey Rogers and 


Elizabeth Tryon. He traced his ancestry 
back to John Alden and Priscilla Mullins, 
who came to America in the Mayflower. 
He secured his early education in the town 
of his birth and when the family removed 
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to Meriden he completed his studies at a 
private school. 

When 14 years of age, he became an em- 
Luther Webb, at whose factory 
pocketbooks were made. After two years 
in that occupation he entered the factory 
of Charles Parker, where he learned the 
trade of finishing flatware during his five 


pl ye ot 


years of employment there. In 1858 he 
went to Hartford where he was employed 
by the Hartford Silver Plating Co. and 


later by Rogers, Smith & Co. He became 
superintendent of one of the departments 
of the Rogers Bros. silver plating factory 
at Waterbury. After two years he formed 
a partnership with Asa H. Rogers and en- 
gaged in the manufacture of silver-plated 
spoons and hollow ware in a factory on 
Nassau St., New York. The tactory sus- 
pended operations when the Civil War 
broke out and Mr. Rogers returned to 
Meriden, receiving the appointment of 
United States enrolling officer. 

In 1866, with his brothers, C. B. and Wil- 
bur IF. Rogers, he formed the concern of 
C. Rogers & Bros. The factory was built 
at the foot of Butler St. and they first en- 
gaged in the manufacturing of casket hard- 
The firm branched out later and 
began making plated forks, spoons, knives, 
etc. The was later absorbed by 
other interests and finally in 1902 became 
a part of the Internationa! Silver Co. and 
the plant became known as Factory H. Mr. 
retired from the manufacturing 
business at that time but re-entered it in 
1905 when he started a plant at Westfield, 
Mass., for the manufacture of casket hard- 
ware and other metal goods and gave the 
management of the business almost entirely 
over to his two sons. 

lor many years Mr. Rogers was one of 
the directors of the City Savings Bank and 
he was the first president of the Puritan 
Trust Co. He was also one of the or- 
ganizers of the Meriden Cemetery Associa- 
tion, In politics he was a staunch Repub- 
lican and cast his first vote for Abraham 
Lincoln. He was.a member of the local 
Masonic organization, Meridian lodge, 
Keystone Chapter and Hamilton Council. 
He was also a member of the Captain John 
Couch branch, S. A. R. and of the Colonial 
Club. 

He was married Feb. 6, 1867 to Estelle

He began business at the North End when 
the old Hanover St. section was the 
wealthy part of Boston, such as the Back 
Bay is today, being the first jeweler in that 
district. 

When the Civil War broke out, Mr. Page 
left his business to serve in Co. E., 6th 
Massachusetts Regiment, and was detailed 
as inspector of Confederate correspondence. 
Returning from his war service, he became 
the leading North End jeweler. 

About six years ago he established a 
wholesale jewelry business, with one of his 
sons, Harold R. Page, in charge. The 
wholesale business grew to such proportions 
that last April this department was moved 
to the Jewelers’ building. 

A large part of the residential section of 
Malden was developed by Mr. Page, for he 
also paid much attention to real estate de- 
velopment on a large scale. He made a 
specialty of buying up swamp lands and re- 
claiming them, and owned large tracts in 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire and Con- 
necticut. 

Mr. Page had served as alderman in 
Melrose, was formerly president of the 
Melrose Y. M. C. A. and of the Melrose 
Hospital Association. He was a deacon 
in the First Congregational Church, past 
commander of U. S. Grant Post, G. A. R., 
former chairman of the Melrose Finance 
Centennial and Congregational Clubs. 

Deceased was also identified with numer- 
ous organizations, being prominent in the 
Royal Arcanum, Wyoming Lodge of 
Masons; Hugh de Payens Commandery, 
Knights Templar; and. the Middlesex, 
Centennial and Congregational clubs.

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HOTEL HELD LIABLE 


Jury Gives Verdict to Owner of Jewelry Lost 
from Hotel’s Safety Vaults — Inter- 
esting Suit Tried in Phila- 
delphia 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 11.—After an 
hour deliberation the jury in the suit of 
QO. G. Hull, of Ephrata, Pa., against the 
Vendig Hotel Co. decided for the plaintiff 
last week. interesting to all 
traveling salesmen as the suit was to obtain 
reimbursement for a quantity of 
Stolen from his package in the safe deposit 
vault. The jury in deciding in favor of Mr 
Hull awarded him $1,457.40. The case was 
tried before Judge Monoghan in Court of 
Common Pleas. 

According to the testimony presented it 
appeared that in April, 1914, Hull had 
brought to this city for the purpose of hav- 
ing repaired and cleaned, a 
jewelry. He registered at the 
hotel and placed the jewelry in two smal 
boxes which he wrapped in paper, tied with 
a string, and gave to the clerk who placed 
the package in the safe behind the desk. A 
couple of days later, when Hull called for 
his valuables, he discovered that the string 
and paper wrapping about the boxes had 
been tampered with and six diamond rings 
and an owl head stickpin were missing from 
the package. valuable 
jewelry were still in the boxes. 

Hull at once reported his loss to the hotel 
management and the mysterious disappear- 
ance of the gems was investigated by the 
police department, but no trace of the rings 
was ever found. 

The verdict in his favor represents the 
value of the jewels with interest added. 

In defense of the claim, the hotel company 
contended that the plaintiff had not proven 
any negligence on the part of the hotel man- 
agement to which could be attributed the 
jewel robbery. The management pointed 
out that the package was received by the 
clerk and at once deposited in the safe in 
the fireproof vault back of the desk, and 
that every reasonable precaution had been 
taken to safeguard Hull’s property, the 
same as the valuables of other patrons. 
Every provision of the law, it was main- 
tained by the defense, had been complied 
with in depositing Hull’s package of jewelry 
and its temporary storage was in compliance 
with the Act of Assembly relating to 
valuables left at hotel desks. 

Judge Monaghan in his charge to the jury 
gave a clear explanation of the requirements 
of this act, and reviewed the testimony and 
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respective contentions of both parties to the 
suit. It was a question of fact, he said, for 
the jury to determine whether under all the 
circumstances the hotel company was re- 
sponsible for the disappearance of Hull’s 
jewelry. 

At a former hearing of th 
disagreed. 

It was stated that an appeal will be taken 
from the present verdict holding the hotel 
company responsible.

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VALUATION HEARING 


Prominent Gem Merchants Called Before 
General Appraisers to Determine Duty 
on 50-Carat Diamond and Valua- 
ble Emerald 


Diamond importers are awaiting with in- 
terest the result of a hearing before Judge 
Sullivan, of the Board of United States 
General Appraisers, held several days ago, 
at which time much testimony was intro- 
duced by men prominent in the diamond 
importing trade bearing upon the correct 
valuation, for duitable purposes, of a 50- 
carat “Premier Mine” diamond and an ex- 
ceedingly beautiful six-carat emerald. 

Both of these gems were imported by D. 
Marcus, of New York, from a person by 
the name of Janicean, of Paris. Mr. 
Marcus, not known to the trade, 
styles himself as a collector of rare stones. 
Very little is known as to the exporter, 
except that he, too, is said to be a collector 
of rare diamonds, etc. 


who is 


The diamond and the emerald were en- 
tered at this port several weeks ago and 
were sent to William B. Treadwell, United 
States gem expert, for examination. The 
diamond was invoiced as being valued at 
110,000 francs, while the emerald was in- 
voiced at 18,000 francs. The customs off- 
cials advanced the values to 200,000 and 36,- 
000 francs, respectively. The importer, 
through his forwarding agents, the Ameri- 
can Express Co., protested against the high 
advances, and the case was put into the 
hands of Judge Thaddeus S. Sharretts for 
presentation to the General Appraiser. 

A very unusual procedure in connection 
with the hearing before Judge Sullivan 
was the fact that both the importer’s at- 
torneys and the Government attorney, Luke 
Lamb, summoned the same witnesses to 
testify. The witnesses confined their testi- 
mony to the valuation of diamonds at the 
present time and while one or two of the 
witnesses stated that the diamond and em- 
erald had been undervalued, others testified 
that the invoiced values were about correct. 
The gems were closely examined and all 


agreed that both stones were of unusual 
size and brilliance. Mr. Treadwell said 
that while the emerald contained a slight 


flaw, that it was one of the most beautiful 
emeralds he had ever examined. 

Among those who testified at the hearing 
were: Michael Dreicer, of Dreicer & Co.; 
John C. Moore, president of Tiffany & Co.; 
B. F. Rees, of Zimmern, Rees & Co.; O. D. 
Wormser, of Joseph Frankel’s Sons, and 
Ludwig Nissen, of Ludwig Nissen & Co. 

Pending the outcome of the proceedings 
before the customs tribunal, the stones will 
remain in the custody of the customs ofhf- 
cials. Unless the advances are reduced to 
below the seizure point, the stones will be 
confiscated for fraudulent undervaluation. 
Following an opinion by Judge Sullivan it 
is certain that an appeal will be taken to a 
board of three general appraisers. 

One of the witnesses, representing a Fifth 
Ave. house, was heard to state at the trial 
that if these stones had been put on 
the market a few weeks before Christmas 
that they would have found ready purchas- 
ers. As it is, unless the gems are seized, 


it is doubtful that they will leave the hands

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of the present owner until next Fall. 

Benjamin Rees, of Zimmern, Rees & Co., 
170 Broadway, New York, in speaking to a 
representative of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, 
described the diamond in litigation as an 
unusually beautifully colored stone. It 1s 
of square cut and is evidently an old mine 
gem. “The emerald,” said Mr. Rees, “is 
also another rare gem, and but for the spot 
in it I would have placed upon it double 
the valuation.” 








CAMDEN JEWELER HELD UP 
Negro Bandits Loot J. C. Demmert’s Store 
After Tying Up Proprietor, but Ring- 
leader Is Captured 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 11.—At 2 o'clock this 
afternoon a burly negro entered the jewelry 
store of John C. Demmert at 504 Federal 
St., Camden, N. J., where the proprietor 
was alone. He purchased a pair of cheap 
cuff links. A smaller negro then entered 
and asked to see a napkin ring in a rear 
show While the proprietor was 
bending over the show case both negroes 
drew revolvers and shouted “hands up!” 

The jeweler was backed into a rear room 
where the big man bound him to a chair 
with many strands of packing’ twine. 
While the small man held a revolver at his 
head to keep the jeweler from making an 
alarm the big man cleaned out the money 
drawer and took watches and rings from 
the show windows. Outside a third negro 
was on guard. When the big man had 
filled his pockets the three fled 
around the corner of Fifth St. 

Demmert meanwhile had loosened the 
cords by working his hands and legs and 
while still fast to the chair managed to 
get to the door and give the alarm. Sev- 
eral policemen took up the chase. The big 
man with the loot was cornered in an alley 
off Taylor Ave. He had a revolver in his 
hand, but did not use it. 

\ll the stolen goods, including $16 in 
cash, 16 watches and 26 diamond rings were 
found in his pockets. At City Hall the 
prisoner was booked as Robert A. Howard, 
32 years, 1338 S. Colorado St., Philadel- 
phia. His two companions have not been 
captured.

Treasury Department Ruling Places Them 
in Same Class with Precious 
Stones 

Under a ruling of the Treasury Depart- 
ment there is to be permitted the importa- 
tion of watch jewels by mail. The 
department has had before it the question 
as to whether this could be done under a 
previous decision which’ provides _ that 
packages sealed and unsealed, registered 
and unregistered, » containing precious 
stones, cut or uncut, may be imported in 
the regular mails from foreign countries. 

In a letter addressed to the collector of 
customs of the port of New York, Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury, Andrew J. 
Peters, in charge of customs, states that 
watch jewels may be considered as precious 
stones, within the meaning of the previous 
Treasury decision as outlined above, and 
their importation by mail permitted. 
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MACAULEY INDICTED 


Man Arrested in St. Louis and Identified as 
“Christmas” Keough Insists That He 
Can Establish Complete 
Alibis 


Mo., Jan. 11—The Grand 
Jury has begun an investigation into the 
case of Alexander P. Macauley of Toronto, 
Canada, who was arrested here last week 
on suspicion of being “Christmas” Keough, 
a notorious forger, and who is out on a 
$10,000 bond. Several persons connected 
with the Stix, Baer & Fuller Dry Goods 
Co., have positively identified him as the 
man who passed a “Christmas” travelers’ 
check of the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
for $200 on that firm a few days before 
in payment for a set of furs, and several 
employes of the Famous & Barr Co. have 
identified him as the man who attempted 
to pass one of the $200 checks in that store 
on the same day. 

Complications arise from the fact that 
New York jewelers and other merchants 
to whom Macauley’s photograph was 
shown identified it as that of the man 
who passed checks on them on Dec. 23, 
whereas it has been shown that he regis- 
tered at the Hamilton Hotel here on the 
evening of that day. 

[It seems to be established by the state- 
ment of A. Rosenthal, a Toronto jeweler, 
that Macauley was in that city on the eve- 
ning of Dec. 21. Macauley, after his ar- 
rest here, said he bought a watch from 
Rosenthal on that date. Rosenthal, accord- 
ing to telegrams from Toronto, verified 
this statement and produced the record of 
the sale in his cash book. Rosenthal says, 
however, that Macauley had a bunch of 
travelers’ checks. 

Martin Baumann of Little Rock, Ark.., 
formerly a jeweler in Chicago, identified 
Macauley as a man who passed one of the 
$200 checks on him at his store at State 
and Monroe Sts. in December, 1914. 

Macauley denies that he was in Chicago 
at that time and denies that he was in New 
York just before Christmas but says he was 
there earlier in December. He insists that 
it is a case of mistaken identity and de- 
clares that he will be able to establish alibis 
that will refute the numerous identifica- 
tions. The police and private detective 
while unable to reconcile some 
of the conflicting identifications and other 
circumstances, are standing on the positive 
identifications here. Macauley has hired a 
lawyer who is procuring affidavits from dif- 
ferent parts of the country in support of 
Macauley’s claimed alibis. 

The Stix, Baer & Fuller Co. has filed an 
attachment suit against Macauley in an at- 
tempt to recover from him the price of the 
$79 set of furs and the $121 change which 
was given on the check. The latter has 
been returned by the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce as a forgery.

The trustee finds that 
during the three and one-half years of the 
existence of the company about $26,000 was 
spent in catalogs and circular letter adver- 
tising, in addition to which the regular op- 
erating expenses must also he figured. The 
hooks ot the company show gross business 
of only slightly more than $25,000 a year. 
figuring a gross profit of about $8,000 per 
annum, it can be seen that from the begin- 
ning the company has eaten up its original 
capital and the investment of its creditors 
as well. 

Owing to the previous failure of Otto 
Stumpf & Co., and the litigation with the 
purchaser of the original charter and good 
will, the trustee found that the present 
name and good will of this bankrupt con- 
cern (the Stumpf Jewelry Co.) was not 
highly regarded, prospective purchasers 
tearing similar litigation on the purchase 
of the present name of the company. 

The actual amount of the dividend we 
paid cannot be determined until the claims 
of all the creditors are filed. These liabili- 
ties are not expected to $18,000. 
On this conservative estimate 
places the dividend to creditors at about 
15 cents on the dollar.

Admits that He Looted Store

He was born near the city of Hanover, 
Germany, May 26, 1840, and began his busi- 
ness career at the early age of 17 as a sales- 
man for a Hamburg firm, covering 
tory in Sweden and Denmark. 

After holding this position for six 
he came to America with his brother to 
try his tortune in this country. This was 
just after the close of the Civil War in 1866.

It was Mr. Rodenberg’s 
first entree in the jewelry business.

Here he remained for 20 years gaining an 
honored name for himself and a wide ac- 
quaintanceship among the wholesale jewel- 
ry trade of the west. 

Mr. Rodenberg was the first manufac- 
turer's representative to visit the whole- 
sale jewelry trade on the Pacific Coast. In 
1902 he entered the firm of Dunn & Roden- 
berg, which then comprised Matthew J. 
Dunn and Milton S. Rodenberg. In 1908 
he became president of the Aetna Optical 
Co., of this city, and for them made trips 
to various parts of the world. 

In June, 1914, while on a trip to Europe, 
he became ill in Hamburg, Germany, and his 
son, Milton S. Rodenberg, of Dunn & Rod- 
enberg went to Europe and brought him 


home. Since that time Mr. Rodenberg has 
been in poor health and has for the last 
two and one-half years been confined at 


his daughter’s residence in Newark, N. J 
With wonderful will power he had com- 
bated the disease from which he had been 
suffering, but he finally succumbed 
Wednesday afternoon 

The funeral services were held in New- 
ark, N. J., on Thursday. 

Mr. Rodenberg came of a distinguished 
family, one brother, Julius Rodenberg, the 
German author and poet and publisher of 
the Deutsche Rundschau, died two years 
ago in Berlin.

Missing President of Export Co. of Boston 
Sent Orders to Providence and 
Attleboro Firms 
Boston, Mass., Jan. 6.—According to the 
Boston police, Emil Wallach, president of 
the (Globe export Co., 153 Milk St., this 
city, who is missing, owing nearly $60,000, 
made attempts to get from Prov- 
idence and Attleboro jewelry manufacturers. 
He ordered, it is announced, $2,000 worth 
of goods from the manufacturing jewelry 
Moore Bros., Attleboro, of which 
Charles E. Moore is president, but never 
received any of the goods. He does owe 
this firm $28.50, however, the cost of sample 

cigarette cases sent him. 

Wallach, it is said, left behind a bank 
account of $56, and his office furniture. 
The police say he had been buying goods 
on credit and getting credit from banks 
for several months. 

It was reported the last of the week that 
the federal government will take a hand 
in the case. Some of the goods bought 
on credit he ordered shipped to a firm on 
Leonard St., New York, it is declared. The 
police here believe that Wallach 1s either 
assisted by some other person, or has been 
going under two names.

Manufacturing Jewelers of Providence and 
the Attleboros Heed Warnings and 
Refuse to Ship Orders 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Jan. 13.—The 
facturing jewelers of this city, the Attle- 
boros and other places in New England, 
are congratulating themselves that they 
either delayed or declined to fill orders 
placed by Emil Wallach, president of the 
Globe Export Co., 153 Milk St., Boston. It 
hecame known a few days ago that Wallach 
had disappeared from Boston and that rep- 
resentatives of the various jewelry assocta- 
tions as well as private detective agencies 
had failed to locate his whereabouts. It 1s 
estimated that orders, approximating $10,- 
000 to $15,000, were placed with manufac- 
turing jewelers, but so far as can be learned 
only one shipment was made to him. This 
was from an Attleboro concern which sent 
some samples of cigarette cases valued at 
$28.50. It is understood, however, that 
Wallach succeeded in conducting transac- 
tions in other lines of merchandise to up 
wards of $60,000 or $75,000. 

Wallach first made his appearance among 
the manufacturing jewelers of this section 
about two months ago with letters of intro-

These queries came in 
such numbers and the aggregate of the 
orders began to assume such an amount 
that both Boards made special inquiries and 
investigations, with the result that the 
manufacturers were advised to withhold 
making any shipments for the time being, 
at least. 

Horace M. Peck, manager of the Manu- 
facturing Jewelers’ Board of Trade, began 
an exhaustive investigation of the matter, 
first taking up the Boston concern of which 
Wallach was-the president, but soon after 
transferred the investigations to New York, 
for further information concerning the firm 


to whom the goods were to have been 
shipped. As a result of these investigations 
Mr. Peck became satisfied that there was 


something wrong and he so advised the 
members of the Board. In consequence of 
this warning the manufacturers, so far as 
known, refrained from making the _ ship- 
ments. 

The head of the Attleboro firm that sent 
the sample cigarette cases in speaking of 
the incident, said: “Wallach wrote to us 
some weeks ago asking that samples of 
sterling silver cigarette cases be sent to him 
as he was desirous of placing orders in 
large amounts. We sent four or five to him, 
the value of which was $28.50. This was 
before we had received a trade report on 
his standing. 

“Soon after this Wallach placed an order 
with us calling for $3,000 worth of cigarette 
cases, but in the meantime our trade re- 
port was received to the effect that he was 
probably not a safe customer, and we de- 
clined to fill the order. I understand that 
he also placed orders with a number of 
other jewelry houses in this section, but I 
have not heard whether he 
getting any goods.”

The competition comes trom a class 
of merchants who, while nominally conduct- 
ing jewelry stores and holding themselves 
out to the public as jewelers, are in no 
sense legitimate members of the trade, 
are “fakers” pure and simple, taking ad- 
vantage of the confidence reposed by the 
public in jewelers generally to overcharge 
to misrepresent and to swindle in a way 
that barely within the law and in 
many reached at all by 

criminal prosecution. These merchants 
and their clerks work entirely upon the 
ignorance of the public as to the value and 
composition of articles that purport to be 
gold and silver, and particularly regard 
to the value of gems and their imitations.

The legitimate jeweler suffers from their 
competition in the amount of the business 
that they divert from the normal and proper 
channels of trade, but the greatest harm 
done comes as a result of the dissatisfaction 
of the patrons of these stores, who, finding 
that they have been taken in, have been 
overcharged or swindled, fail to differen- 
tiate between the real jeweler and the class 
of merchants they have dealt with. As a 
result, confidence in the jeweler as a class 
is shaken and the impression created that 
enormous profits are the rule and misrepre- 
sentation is prevalent in the jewelry trade. 


The honest retail jewelers of the large 
cities must soon, for their own protection, 
take concerted action to rid the business 


of these parasites on their industry, 
and the first step must be an investigation 
of the selling methods that can only be had 
by dealing with them in the position otf 
regular customers. the information or 
misinformation that will be given to the 
investigator will be illuminating and would 
be amusing if the matter were not so

A brief trip among some of these stores 
in New York last week showed that the 
sales people (generally girls) are repre- 
senting plated ware as solid 14 karat, as 
“14 karat composition,” “gold with one- 


tenth (or one-twentieth) base metal,” etc.; 
representing “solid gold” as of a much 
higher quality than 14 karat, while every 
imitation stone, either doublet or plain 
glass, is represented as a “synthetic” gem 
of some kind. In some of the larger and 
well equipped houses the salesmen are 


equipped with a semi-scientific “patter” on 
synthetic gems which, though actually ap- 
plied to rubies and sapphires, will to the 
ordinary layman, convey the impression 
that the laboratories of the country are 
turning out pearls, emeralds and other non- 
corundum gems that cannot be told from 
nature’s own product. The prices that 
some of these people get for their products 


should make the ordinary jeweler green 
with envy. Stones that he can charge $2

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TRADE CONDITIONS, 

Roth the wholesale and retail jewelers report a 
verv satisfactory business tor this time of the year, 
and it is probably considerably better than last 
January es a whole. Collections are said to be 
quite good both in the city and throughout the 
State as well as in adjoining States. The numer- 
ous high society balls, given by the fashionable 
clubs connected with the annual Carnival, have 
helped trade to some extent, and it 1s certain as 
the time draws nearer for Mardi Gras business 
wiil be a great deal better.. There are hundreds 
of visitors here. all the hotels and many of the 
large boarding houses being filled to full capacity. 
There are more winter tourists than formerly, and 
it is likely there are many more visitors than last 
year who have come to witness the horse racing 
daily, and quite a few of these visitors are buying 
souvenirs and some costly jewelry. The retailers 
in the main business section of the city are ex- 
periencing an even better trade than the dealers 
in the side streets and suburban sections. Several 
of the retail jewelers state that they always have 
a profitable trade with visitors to the Carnival 
residing in small towns in Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Alabama, and, in fact, this trade is large:

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How the Retail Jeweler Can Meet Cut Glass Competition 
By Emma G., Wallace ae — 














T is an encouraging sign that so many 

stores, even in different lines, are stock- 
ing cut glass, for it shows that the public 
is buying this artistic product much more 
freely than they used to do. 

The retail jeweler who has given study 
to worthy cut glass, who understands what 
constitutes choice articles and_ recent 
decorations in this line, and who gives store 
space to a cut glass section the year around, 
is in a position to lead in winning the dis- 
criminating cut glass customers of. his 
locality. 

Avoid Being a Drifter 

The trouble is that the average business 
man has so many interests and so many 
things to take up his hourly attention that 
as far as the cut glass is concerned, there 
is a strong tendency to drift with the tide, 
taking the trade that comes and not making 
any aggressive attempt to win more by 
showing the wonderful superiority of the 
goods offered or by educating the public 
to choose wisely for itself. 

Many an individual who goes forth to 
purchase a gift or a piece of cut glass for 
home use does not know whether he or she 
is getting full value for the money or not. 
The day of a great abundance of foolish 
bric-a-brac is past and the American 
woman and her husband appreciate the 
dignity of uncluttered spaces. In fact, the 
customer who is attracted to cut glass at all, 
is the easiest customer in the world to 
educate to a knowledge of what to select 
that is fine and high grade. 

Only the other day a woman was heard 
to exclaim: “How I wish I could get rid 
of a lot of the cheap cut glass which I 
gathered so eagerly at various bargain 
sales! I thought anything labeled ‘Cut 
Glass’ was all right. Now I have come 
to learn that there is just as much differ- 
ence between choice articles of this kind 
and poor ones, as between an imitation 
piece of jewelry and the real thing.” 

It is even true, many displays of cut 
glass are quite impressive from a distance, 
but when you get close to them you are 
struck first of all by the cheap, dull appear- 
ance of the whole array. 

Since the war broke out several of the 
chemicals used making pure lead blanks 


have heen diverted to munitions making. 
with the result that less chemically pure 


chemicals have been employed in many 
cases. These cheaper materia’s make a 
milky, smoky, yellowish, or dull-looking 
glass, depending upon the particular glass 
mixture and the method of blending. In 
fact, this season has shown whole cut glass 
displays which were distinctly depressing 
because of the lack of sparkling clearness 
of the original blanks. 

The jeweler is not likely to stock this 
grade of goods, whereas his department 
store competitor may think best to make 
a leader of, to arrange a sale, or even to 
stock regularly with this grade. 

Then again, there has been placed on the 
market a large number of articles cut on 
lime blanks. Again these blanks lack in 
brilliancy, in ability to take intricate pat- 
terns, and in the clear, ringing quality 
of the simon-pure article. 

It may be that some jewelers will cater 
to a public which calls for a less expen- 
sive grade of cut glass and will think best 
to put in some of the really handsome 
articles in this line, but cut glass made on 
lime blanks should never be mixed in dis- 
play spaces with the higher grade articles, 
and customers should have the difference 
plainly explained to them. They may 
choose the cheaper article for various rea- 
sons, but their appreciation of the better 
article will be developed and in future they 
will know when cut glass is offered them 
whether they are getting their money’s 
vorth or not. 

Still another line of cut glass which 
makes a very good appearance is made 
upon a lime blank with pressed flowers 
and leaves and patterns interspersed with 
floral designs in cut-work and broad, co 
ventionalized cut patterns. Sometimes the 
pressed edges are sharpened and sometimes 
they are not. Here again, we have a 
cheaper grade of work which may have a 
legitimate place and answer the purpose 
of many people, but it should not mas- 
querade as full cut glass. 

A dealer with a high moral sense will 
never attempt to sell “seconds” mixed in 
with the perfect articles. Every piece 
should be guaranteed perfect to the jeweler, 
and to the customer by the jeweler. Of 
course it is impossil ble that every blank will 
be perfectly free from pressure lines and 
an saenaiaaal tiny mark which appears in 









the process of manufacture, but imperfec- 
tions which cause an article to be termed 
a “second” are of the type where a hair 
line split spreads backward from a deep 
notch cutting, or there is a line of cleavage 
where the handle joins to the body, or too 
deep a cutting makes too thin a wall of 
glass, or there is an indication of fracture 
at some point in the pattern. Here again, 
if it is deemed expedient to purchase or 
accept seconds, they should be sold as sec- 
onds, and there is a_ serious question 
whether or not it is wise for a first class 
jeweler to attempt sales of cut glass articles 
which are not perfect of their kind. 


No Knocking Permissible 


Of course no knocking of one’s competi- 
tor is permissible, but that does not mean 
we are to sit down, fold our hands, and 
look utterly resigned over the fact that 
people are not buying intelligently. - We 
can let our advertising speak in crisp, clear 
terms of the goods we sell, why they are 
worthy, why they are well worth the price 
asked, and describe their standard, even 
sterling quality. 

People nowadays are so _ thoroughly 
accustomed to look beneath the surface of 
things that they readily grasp straight- 
from-the-shoulder, frank, and sincere ex- 
planations. You and I have a right to tell 
the points of superiority of the goods we 
have chosen with such care, and upon the 
proper sale of which our business integrity 
may rest. 

All Salesmen Not Posted 

Within the week the writer of this article 
visited a cut glass department where the 
sales person in charge was lacking in ade- 
quate information concerning the goods be- 
ing offered. For example, some exceed- 
ingly dainty spoon trays were offered as 
new style, little celery trays. 

“But, how,” inquired the one before the 
counter, “could a dish of that length be 
large enough for celery?” 

“Oh, it’s big enough for the celery 
hearts,” the salesgirl answered, “and that 
is all folks use nowadays.” 

Probably two-thirds of the people who 
visited that store had cut glass celery trays 
and would not buy a junior edition of that 
article, whereas it isn’t likely one-third of 
them owned spoon trays, and many of them 
would have been tempted to purchase one 
of the attractive little dishes for their own 
or gift use. 

In the same way the use of a cut glass 
sandwich plate with a stationary olive bowl

We all must have help if we are doing any 
business, and would suggest hiring none 
but competent, reliable help, who will look 
after your interest six days in the week 
and work as it working for themselves, 
who will do what there is to be done with- 
out being told time after time.

The goods are 
better off on your shelves than out in bad 
hands, for you simply have to replace them 
with good old Uncle Sam’s cash. The mer- 
chant that. cannot say mo to unworthy 
creditors should not be in business, and 
the sooner he gets out the better he is off, 
as the dead-beats are sure to get him (the 
old saying): “A fool and his money soon 
parts.”"—I/nland Storekeeper.

lt is not intended that the character of 
the store must be changed, for every 
jewelry store in the land may carry a com- 
plete stock of moderately priced jewelry, 
but the tendency is to show it only when 
requested. 

These popularly priced articles, when 
placed in an attractive manner in the win- 
dows, carry constant interest, and hold the 
attention of the passerby, owing to the 
variety and good selection. The price 
ticket idea immediately gives him the in- 
formation that he wants, and if he is look- 
ing for a gift for anyone, he can at once 
see whether or not it will suit him, his 
pocket-book, or the party that he is going 
to give it to. Emphasis can be placed on 
the adoption of brilliant colors, as well as 
the stiff blocking, the blocks may be cov- 
ered with the same material as the base 
and taced with contrasting color. 
Pink, blue, gray or cream, as well as white 
may be used to good advantage. Pale blue, 
faced with yellow is especially attractive. 
The material can be secured from any de- 


some 


partment store, but care should be exer- 
cised in the selection of material that 1s 
more or less sun fast, as the high light 


of the sun’s rays will fade the poorer ma- 
terial. 

Silver novelties resting on a pale pink 
background appear doubly attractive and 
show up well. The use of different colors 
gives the windows a fresh appearance, and 
is more liable to draw attention of even 
the usual passerby, who has become accus- 
tomed to the sameness of the jewelry store. 
The desire to have is bound to follow. 

\lways build your windows with a 
fairly high background. Avoid the flat 
window, which loses effectiveness, but do 
not make them so high that in order to 
get at anything in the front of the window, 


it will be necessary to tear the whole 
back out. 
Artificial flowers of character can be 


secured at little expense and add greatly 
to the appearance, providing they harmon- 
ize with the general color scheme of the 
windows. On _ national holidays do _ not 
spoil the effect of your window, as a great 
many jewelers do, by overdraping it with a 
huge flag. Small flags can be used to bet- 
ter advantage, and even the least expensive 


flag can be made to look attractive by the 


adoption of a fringe of gold or silver 
tinsel.

Make the windows work for you on every 
anniversary or holiday, and keep in mind 
their importance during the wedding sea- 
son, when attention can be called to wed- 
ding silver, fine jewelry and the commence- 
ment time, when gifts are given to the 
boys and girls. These periods are profit- 
able. Make use of them. 

When showing watches, show watches, 
chains and fobs. Give a section of your 
window over to them. Ticket each watch, 
describing what it is, how many jewels, the 
quality of the case, etc., and the price. 

Brighten up those windows with cheer- 
ful colors and watch your silent partner 
in front get the business. 

True, the main idea of having well ar- 
ranged windows is to get the customer in- 
side the store. These two things must ap- 
peal to a purchaser, the courteous way of 
the salesman and the excellent manner in 
which the goods are shown in the different 
cases. How many of us know the proper 
method of arranging our goods? Don’t we 
think out just one way, arrange them that 
way, and do so for years to come? 

The greatest quandary for the jeweler 
with a limited amount of fine stock is how 
to display it to advantage. This class of 
stock generally occupies the most con- 
spicuous place in the store. With a little 
thought and arrangement one can make the 
most ordinary stock look well. Make 
good use of your velvet cases. Put each 
piece in a separate case. This will take 
up considerable space and one can use only 
one’s finer pieces for this kind of decoration. 
\gain, use the smaller trays, which can be 
nadded with black velvet, and mount your 
platinum barpins, brooches, etc., to good 
advantage. 

Under no circumstances allow fine jewelry 
to remain on white cards. Take them off 
and put them in velvet cases the minute 
they are ready to be placed in stock

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The Inventor of the Watch

[> spite of the fact that a monument has 
been erected to Peter Henlein, at Nur- 
emberg, as the inventor of the watch, at- 
tention may be called to the fact that this 
honor is not enjoyed undisputedly by the 
famous locksmith. In his work on the his- 
tory of watchmaking, watchmaker Pierre 
‘Dubois says: 
“It is believed that the watch originated 
in Nuremberg, Germany, but this almost 
universal opinion is by no means justified. 
These French origin

and were perfected in France better than 
anywhere else. There is no doubt that 
from about the time of Charles V, watches 
were made in Nuremberg, but only to a 
limited extent. By consulting the public 
and private collections of Europe I have 
obtained certain information of this; es- 
pecially in the Austrian and Prussian col- 
lections, simple and complicated French 
watches of all kinds are to be found, but 


only very few of Austrian and Prussian 
make.” 
Beillard concludes, from the foregoing 


and from “the numerous conscientious re- 
searches’ which he himself has made into 
the oldest writings in regard to watch 
making and the oldest works in his pos- 
session, that the invention of the watch 
does not go much further back than 1480, 
the year of the birth of Peter Henlein, 
who died in 1542. It is certain, he says, 
that shortly after this epoch, watches of 
all kinds were made in Paris, Blois, 
Rouen, etc. 

The opinion that Peter Henlein was the 
inventor of watches, is mainly to be as- 
cribed to the librarian of the Bavarian 
Industrial Museum, Friederich. He _ be- 
lieved proof of this to be furnished in a 
work published in 151] by Johannes Coeu- 
leus (Cosmographia Pomiponi Meloe), 
from which he cites the following trans- 
lated passage: 

“Every day produces more ingenious in- 
ventions. A clever and comparatively young 
man, Peter Henlein creates works that are 
the admiration of the leading mathemati- 
cians, for, out of a little iron, he constructs 
clocks with numerous wheels, which with- 
out any impulse and in any position, indi- 
cate time for 40 hours and _ strike, and 
which can be carried in the purse as well 
as in the pocket.” 

For the present, the Germans will not 
need to part with the feeling that in ad- 
dition to many other useful inventions, a 
fellow-countryman is to be thanked for 
that of the watch. The foregoing 
clusions, however, said Dr. Rocke in the 
Leipziger Uhrmacher Zeitung (before the 
war), which would ascribe this service 
to a Frenchman, is not sufficiently con- 
vincing. It is a justifiable national sen- 
timent to ascribe to one’s own people or 
race as much credit as pogsiblg for the 
cultural development of hursan#ty, but it 
will not do to ignore the facts altogether, 
and in any event, convincing historical evi- 
dence must not be overlooked. That this 
is not given sufficient consideration by our 
neighbors on the other side of the 
Vosges, is proved by the fact that they 
firmly adhere to the claim that beet 
sugar is a French invention, whereas it is 
easily to be demonstrated, scientifically and 
historically, that the invention was effected 


con- 


in Germany, and, moreover, in Prussia, 
least beloved of Frenchmen. The French 
people have so many advantages and 


merits, that their ambition for “glory” may 
be excused. 

Beillard, in this connection, presented an 
illustration of one of the oldest watches in 
his collection, which we reproduce for the 
benefit of our readers, and of which he 
gives the following explanation: 

“This watch has no verge, which 
rants the assumption that it was made be- 
fore the year 1540, this important improve- 
ment, which was an accompl'shed 1improve- 
ment in the watch, having been made in 
that year. A small, bent spring, provided 
at the end with a little roller, presses, like 
a brake, against an eccentric connected with 
the main spring for the purpose of ensur-

ing a regular development of the motive 
power, so that if the spring is completely 
wound up the brake presses against the 
largest diameter of the eccentric, and the 
more the mainspring uncoils and its ten- 
sion decreases, the lighter will be the pres- 
sure of the roller on the steadily decreas- 
ing diameter.” 

This contrivance was _ unquestionably 
primitive, but it was none the less very in- 
genious. It was styled “stack-freed.” An 
explanation of this strange sounding desig- 
nation has never been offered.

HE jewelry displayed in the 

windows and 
watchmakers, is often in a very unsightly 
condition, says Leipsiger Uhrmacher Zet- 
tung. Black looking, or reflecting all col- 
ors, are the gold and silver brooches, the 
chains, bracelets, etc.; the cards and tick- 
ets are soiled and creased, all the various 
appearances warrant the supposition that 
we are confronted with “shelf-warmers,” 
which are to be gotten rid of as speedily as 
possible. Such a show-window, with its 
shop-worn goods, creates the impression 
that the display is intended to frighten 
away any possible buyer and direct him to 
his nearest competitor. 

As to the “how,” we may suggest the fol- 
lowing: tarnished bright gold goods, as 
well as mat goods, should be washed in 
warm water with soap and a little spirits 
of sal ammoniac, and at once rubbed dry 
in warmed sawdust. They should then be 
polished with a soft rouge leather, or clean, 


show 


show cases of many 


soft linen rag, placed on a _ new,, fresh 
card or provided with a new ticket. Noth- 


ing detracts more from otherwise present- 
able goods than soiled cards or even dirty 
velvet cushions. They can be replaced 
very cheaply, in any supply store. 

Small silver articles, such as brooches, 
bracelets, etc., if they are not completely 
black, can readily be made presentable in 
the following manner: 

A bottle of solution of cyanide of potas- 
sium, to a liter of water 6 to 10 grammes ot 
98 per cent. cyanide of potassium should be 
kept on hand. (Every precaution should 
be exercised in regard to this as the solu- 
tion is a virulent poison, and especially 
should not be permitted to get into open, 
bleeding wounds. Should this happen the 
wound must be at once thoroughly washed 
out in running water. The bottle must be 
kept securely closed and provided with 
a death’s head ticket and the inscription 
“noison’ ). 

A suitable quantity of the solution is 
heated in a porcelain or enameled dish 
and the silver articles to be cleaned passed 
through it (mat goods must not be treated 
in this pickle or they will be turned quite 


black) suspended from a copper wire, 
which treatment will make them quite 
bright. After this the articles must be well 


washed off in hot water and rubbed dry 
immediately in hot sawdust. (The wet 
articles must not simply be thrown into 
the sawdust and allowed to lie in it quietly 
for hours, because this will result in the 
appearance of spots on them). If neces- 
sary, the goods can be afterwards brushed 
with a stiff bristle brush, washed chalk and 
some spirits of sal ammoniac, but in this 
case, care must be taken that the chalk 
is not left in corners and hollows and al- 
lowed to dry there. 

Silver goods that do regain their 
original fresh appearance after this treat- 
ment must, like mat gold goods and pieces 


not 


of jewelry, be sent out for thorough re- 
finishing. 

The black oxide tarnish on the goods is 
mostly due to the chemical action of the 
air, intensified by the combustion products 
ot the burning gas. Naked gas burners 
have a more injurious effect in this re- 
spect than those having incandescent man- 


tles. On the other hand, the so justly 
popular inverted light, with suspended 
mantle and round, closed globe, is very 


much to be preferred, where electric light 
is nct available for the lighting of all es- 
tablishments, owing to its less injurious 
effect on the gold and silver goods. 

In the show windows, in addition to the 
gas lighting, the moisture caused by con- 
window panes is more 
promotive of oxidization of the goods than 
in the store itself. 

Finger marks, too, from moist or sweaty 
hands, cause, if not at once rubbed off, 
spots, at which oxidization very 
gins. 

It should, for this reason, be a standing 
rule, never to touch the goods directly 
with the hands, but always to take hold of 
the card or ticket. If it is desired to show 
off the goods brilliantly to the customer, 
the article should be placed on the back of 
the hand, which is never sweaty. By this 
means, the articles can be shown to the 
customers in the most favorable light, in 
other words, to the best advantage. 

The oxidization of the goods, however, 
cannot entirely be prevented with the lapse 
of time; for this reason, they must always 
be polished, at certain intervals, with a 
fine rouge leather. Experience will, how- 
ever, demonstrate that this does not wholly 
suffice but that the goods also require now 
and then, a skillful, thorough renovation, 
if things are not allowed to go so far that 
some articles can no longer be restored 
to good condition. 

There are specialists who undertake with 
care, the restoration of goods to the condi- 
tion of newness. And when we have been 
able to compare articles thus restored, with 
snop-worn goods, it is remarkable that so 
many are afraid of the insignificant expense 
of having their stock put in order before 
the busy season opens.
